The high school 
there had but just been established, and it 
can be Haiti that Mr. Tolman was really 
the founder of it.

pedagogic system in use in that place. la 
18?(i Mr. Tolm an left the high school and 
accepted a situation with the business 
firm of D. Goff & Sons, which position he 
held imt.il his death.
